tation, allowed him to follow his own wishes, and in 
Brunswick he received a short course of theoretical 
instruction — the only instruction of the kind he ever 
had — from the organist Hartung, while he learned 
the violin from Kanisch, Mancourt, and Eck, suc- 
cessively. At an early age he undertook a profes- 
sional tour through Germany, where he acquired great 
reputation; and in the year 1 805 he married Mdlle. 
Scheidler, already celebrated as a harp-player. About 
this time he composed the oratorio, Das jiingste 
Gericht, and the opera, Der Zweikampf mit der Gelieb- 
ten, besides numerous other works. In the Austrian 
capital, during the congress, Spohr's violin-playing 
delighted the crowd of potentates and notabilities 
assembled there ; and at this time he composed his 
Faust, and the oratorio, Das befreite Deatschland, 
which created great enthusiasm. In 1817, he was 
appointed musical director at the Stad Theatre of 
Frankfort, where he composod Zemire and Azor. His 
love of travelling induced him to give up this appoint- 
ment, and make a journey to England, where he was 
welcomed with sincere delight. He visited this 
country on various subsequent occasions, and lastly 
in 1853, and was always feted in a manner that proved 
the estimation in which he was held by the musical 
public. In 1822, he produced his Jessonda, an opera 
that has taken a more prominent place in the German 
operatic repertory than any other of his operas. It 
was with this opera that, five-and-thirty years subse- 
quently, the Master took his leave of the conductor's 
seat at the theatre of Cassel. The following are some 
of his most esteemed works: — Der Berggeist (1825), 
Pietro von Albano (1827), Der Alchymist (1830), 
Die Kreutzfahrer (1844), Die Letzten Dinge, Des 
Heilands letzte Stunden, Der Fall Babylons, Vater 
Unser, as well as six symphonies, numerous con- 
certos, and an immense number of songs, &c. Spohr's 
first wife died in 1834, and he married again, in 1836, 
the daughter of a distinguished jurist, B. W. Pfeiffer, 
who is still living. In consequence of his breaking 
his arm, in January, 1858, Spohr was compelled to 
renounce his beloved violin-playing, and after this 
accident his compositions were abandoned. Louis 
Spohr's creations are a legacy bequeathed to thou- 
sands, and will be hailed with enthusiasm as long as 
music shall have charms to attract mankind.

— A concert took place 
here on the 16th of November. The vocalists were Mrs. 
J. Skeaf (late Miss Lacy Gaskill), Miss Barton, Messrs. 
A. Jones, Eyre, Smith, Filkin, and the Aigburth Vocal 
Union. Mr. Joseph Skcaf presided at the pianoforte, and 
Mr. Jones conducted. The concert was very successful. 



Beckenham. — The Southend and Beckenham Choral 
Societies gave a concert to their friends, and the inhabit- 
ants of the neighbourhood, on the 10th ult. Mr. West 
conducted, and Mrs. Thomas Perry, organist of Edmonton 
Parish Church, presided at the pianoforte. 

Birmingham. — A numerous company congregated at 
Dee's Hotel, upon the occasion of the first of a new series 
of Chamber Concerts, by the members of the Birming- 
ham Musical Union. The artistes were Miss Armstrong 
(vocalist), Herr Ities and Mr. Hayward (violins), M. de- 
menti (viola), Herr Lidel (violoncello), Mr. J. Matthews 
(flute), and Messrs. C. J. Duchemin and C. E. Flavell 
(piano), — a phalanx of talent which insured the most fa- 
vorable results. The elements of the programme were, 
as usual, taken from the best classical composers, and we 
may congratulate the Musical Union on a very auspicious 
inauguration of their new series. 

Brentwood. — A concert was given on the 8th ult. 
by the Brentwood Harmonic Society, in the Lecture Hall, 
to an overflowing audience, a great number of persons 
being unable to gain admission. The band and chorus 
(ably conducted by Mr. A. H. Brown) numbered nearly 
60 persons. The first part of the programme was com- 
prised of sacred, and the second part of secular music, all 
of which deserved the highest praise. A new Public Hall 
is shortly to be erected in this town, capable of accommo- 
dating about 800 persons. The want of such a building 
has been long experienced in the neighbourhood. 

Bbighton. — On Monday evening, at the Town Hall, 
Herr Kuhe gave a grand concert, assisted by the follow- 
ing artistes:— Mdlles. Titiens and Vaneri, Madame Bor- 
chardt, Signori Giuglini, Corsi, Aldighieri, and Vialetti. 
Harmonium, Herr Engel. Pianoforte, M. E. de Paris, 
and Herr Kuhe. Conductor, Signor Arditi. Such an 
array of talent could not fail to attract, and the hall was 
full to overflowing. Mdlle. Titiens obtained an encore 
in Balfe's song, " I'm a merry Zingara," and Madame 
Borchardt much applause in " Home, sweet home." The 
other artistes exerted themselves to the utmost, and con- 
tinued bursts of applause was the reward. The con- 
cert closed with Flotow's beautiful quartetto, "Buona 
notte." 

Cape Town. — The amateurs of the Cape Town Choral 
Society, ladies and gentlemen, led by Vir. Ashley, gave a 
private rehearsal concert on the 6th of September, in the 
Normal School, in New Street. The room was crowded 
on the occasion. The several pieces on the programme 
were very admirably rendered, two or three of them being 
enthusiastically encored. The accompaniments were ably 
performed on the piano by Mr. Rous. Cape Town owes 
much to Mr. Ashley, and the members of this society, 
for their increasing efforts to foster a taste for musical 
pursuits. 

Colne. — Mr. Binns' first concert of the season took 
place in the Cloth Hall, on the 7th ult. Miss Witham 
and Mr. Delavanti were the principal vocalists engaged. 
Pianoforte, Miss Varley ; chorus, Mr. Binns' choir. The 
concert passed off very satisfactorily. 

Crystal Palace. — Since our last publication, several 
concerts have taken place at the Crystal Palace. Bennett's 
May- Queen was given at the end of October, by the mem- 
bers of the Vocal Association, under the direction of 
M. Benedict. The principal singers were Miss Stabbach, 
Miss Rae, Mr. Montem Smith, and Mr. Weiss. The 
chorus was efficient, but the performance was rather un- 
steady, owing probably to the want of sufficient rehearsing 
with the band, and the music produced but little excite- 
ment among the audience congregated upon the occasion. 
— On Saturday, the 29th of October, the music was se- 
lected entirely from Sir Henry Bishop's compositions, 
in commemoration of the erection of a monument to 
the deceased composer in Finchley Cemetery. The 
performers were the Glee and Madrigal Union, and the 
band of the Crystal Palace. The performance was suc- 
cessful in all respects. — Saturday, the 12th ol November, 
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was appropriately devoted to a selection from the works 
of the late Dr. Spohr. The symphony, entitled " The 
Power of Sound," was played hy the Crystal Palace Band, 
which proved to be a work rather beyond their powers. 
The performance of so abstruse and elaborate a compo- 
sition requires a band of much greater power. — On Thurs- 
day, the 10th ult., a festival was given to commemorate 
the centenary of Schiller's birth, under a committee of 
management composed entirely of Germans resident in 
London. On this occasion, Romberg's music of the Lay 
of the Bell was performed by those members of the Vocal 
Association who could be brought together, but their 
number did not exceed 200, which was by no means suffi- 
cient for the Centre Transept, where the concert took 
place. The Lay of the Bell contains some very delightful 
and interesting passages, but the beauty of it was not 
brought out with much effect. The performances of Herr 
Pauer on the pianoforte, and Herr Wieniawski on the 
violin, fell flat upon the audience. The concert was fol- 
lowed by a torch-light procession, after the national cus- 
tom of the Germans, which seemed to give considerable 
pleasure to the spectators. There was also a display of 
the fountains during the procession, which added greatly 
to this novel and interesting scene. The performance 
proved, altogether, attractive, and above fifteen thousand 
persons were assembled. 

Daventry — The organ in the Parish Church of this 
town (of which Mr. J. F. Thome is the organist) was to- 
tally destroyed by fire on Friday evening, November the 
11th. A person was engaged in tuning and repairing it, 
when the light he was using in some way caught the 
"Trackers," and immediately the whole organ was a mass 
of flames. Great efforts were made to subdue the fire, 
but to no effect. The church had a very narrow escape ; 
as it was, the damage to it was very great. The loss of 
the organ, which cost £600, and the damage to the church, 
is upwards of £1000. Fortunately, both were insured, 
but not to the full amount. 

Devizes. — The Amateur Choral Society gave their 
first concert on the 22nd ult., at the Town Hall, consist- 
ing of selections from Judas Maccabmus, and the Messiah. 
The performers acquitted themselves most admirably, 
and gave great satisfaction to their friends who were 
present. Mr. C. Clarke conducted, assisted by Mr. T. 
Abrahams at the pianoforte. 

Dunstable. — At a meeting of the Church Choir, held 
in the Town Hall, a handsome inkstand, with the following 
inscription, was presented to their late organist: — "Pre- 
sented to Mr. J. O. Johnson, by the Choir of Dunstable 
Church, as a token of respect for hislate valuable services.'' 

Essex Street Chapel, Strand. — A new organ was 
opened at this chapel, on the 13th of November. Up to 
the present time, there has been a strong objection on the 
part of the congregation to the introduction of an instru- 
mental accompaniment to their Psalmody, but, fortunately 
for those who have any musical appreciation, and who 
can distinguish singing from groaning, it was at length 
decided that the old Methodistical practice previously 
adopted of distorting melody, and perverting harmony, 
should be done away with, and that an organ should be 
introduced to assist the musical, and drown the unmusical. 
The instrument was built by Holdich, of the New Road, 
and is in every respect adapted to the requirements of the 
chapel. The tone is powerful, without being noisy or 
bratling, and, considering its size, there is an excellent 
variety of stops. It is, in fact, a large instrument in a 
small compass, and would serve as a perfect model for a 
moderately-sized church. There are two manuals. The 
great organ comprises an open and stopped diapason, cla- 
rabella, dulciana, principal, flute, twelfth, fifteenth, tierce, 
and sesquialtra. In the swell, there is a double diapason, 
open and stopped diapason, principal, fifteenth, oboe, and 
cornopean, with a separate row of bourdons for the pedals. 
The moderate price at which this fine instrument has been 
erected is another recommendation in its favor. On the 
occasion of the opening, an efficient choir of about twenty, 



including many professional singers, was brought together, 
and an anthem was added to the usual service. The new 
instrument was admirably played by a lady organist. 
The sermon in the morning was preached by the Rev. 
Mr. Madge, and in the evening by the Rev. Mr. Panton 
Ham, a celebrated preacher of great eloquence, who 
has lately been appointed minister of the chapel. 

Euterpean Society. — The members of this society 
gave their first concert on the 4th of November, at the 
Cavendish Rooms, Mortimer Street. The programme in- 
cluded choruses, glees, and part-songs, with the addition 
of several instrumental pieces. The choir consisted of 
about 40 voices, well conducted by Mr. E. Sibson. 

Farnham. — A Choral Society has been established in 
this town, under the patronage of the Bishop of Winches- 
ter and the principal inhabitants, with a view of affording 
to all classes in the parish an opportunity of practising 
choral music, mainly for the purpose of improving congre- 
gational singing, but also to afford an evening's amuse- 
ment of a rational and intellectual character. The class 
will be free to all inhabitants of the parish, — the ex- 
penses to be "borne by the voluntary subscriptions of those 
who may desire to forward this desirable object. Mr. T. 
Baynham is appointed conductor and choir-master, and 
Mr. Nuske, leader. 

Glasgow Musical Festival.— The Glasgow Choral 
Union have announced the completion of the general ar- 
rangements for the celebration of the first Glasgow Music 
Festival on a scale suited to the magnitude of the under- 
taking, and fitted to mark the institution, in Scotland, of 
Great Musical Festivals, similar to those established in 
England. They further announce that Madame Clara 
Novello has arranged to come over from her residence in 
Italy for the express purpose of attending this Festival. 
The performances will take place on the 24th of January 
next, and the three following days. The principal vo- 
calists will be Madame Clara Novello and Miss Witham, 
Miss Dolby and Mrs. Lockey, Mr. S. Reeves, Mr. Lockey, 
Mr. Weiss, and Mr. Winn. The band, 60 in number, 
will be selected exclusively from the London Philharmonic 
Society. The chorus will consist of the Glasgow Choral 
Union, numbering 400 voices. Mr. Henry Smart is to 
be the organist, and Mr. Albert Lambeth, conductor. On 
the morning of Tuesday, the 24th, Elijah will be per- 
formed. On Wednesday evening, there will be a miscel- 
laneous concert. On Thursday morning, a new oratorio, by 
Mr. Charles Horsley, will be produced for the first time} 
and on Friday evening, the Festival will conclude with the 
Messiah. The institution of a Musical Festival on so 
grand a scale, is an important event for Scotland, and, if 
we may judge from the number and influence of the pa- 
trons- and subscribers, there can be little doubt of the 
complete success of the undertaking. 

Glo'ster. — A concert was given in the Corn Exchange, 
on the 14th of November, when the vocalists were Mrs. 
Gould, Messrs. Walker, Hunt, Hargrave, Richards, and 
Mugford. Pianofore, Mr. J. A. Matthews. 

Great Marsden. — The new organ, built by Mr. 
Achutch, of Buckingham, for St. John's Church, was 
opened on November the 5th, by Mr. Greenwood, of the 
Blackburn Parish Church. The instrument had its capa- 
bilities well displayed, and elicited more than ordinary 
admiration, being no less a credit to those through whose 
exertions the money has chiefly been raised, than to the 
builder. 

Halifax.— The Choral Society, which is the oldest 
choral body in the county, having been established some 
eighty years, has appointed Mr. R. S. Burton, of Leeds, 
conductor. Mr. Burton is also the musical director of 
the Leeds Festival Choral Society, the Huddersfield Cho- 
ral Society, and the Halifax Glee and Madrigal Society. 

Horbury. — The Church Institution Choral Society 
gave a concert on the 7th of November. The programme 
consisted chiefly of glees and choruses. Principal vocalist, 
Mrs. Sunderland ; pianoforte, Mr. Emmerson. 
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Holbeck. — , A concert was given in the Holbeck 
Mechanics' Hall, on the 2 1st tilt, by Messrs. Carter and 
Scholey (pupils of the Blind Asylum, York), assisted by 
Miss Newell, Mrs. Gill, Mr. Brown, and Mr. Carter. 
Mr. Scholey presided with his usual ability. 

Hoxton. — On the 15th ult., a concert was given at the 
Wesleyan School-room, Mintern-street. The programme 
consisted entirely of sacred music. The principal singers 
were Mrs. Marshall, Miss Clarke, Miss Riseam, Mr. 
Maryatt, and Mr. A. J. Hubbard, The solos were well 
sung, and the choruses were given with precision by a 
well-trained choir. The whole was accompanied in a very 
efficient manner by Mr. H. R. Bird (organist of St. Mark's, 
Pentonville), who also played two solos during the evening, 
which were much applauded. Conductor, Mr. A. J. 
Hubbard. 

Ilminster. — On the 15th of November, a very suc- 
cessful concert took place at the Assembly-rooms, by the 
Yeovil Glee and Madrigal Society. The music was de 
lightfully rendered, and the audience were much gratified 
with the treat afforded them. Mr. Loaring conducted, 
and presided ably at the pianoforte. 

Launceston. — The Sacred Harmonic Society of Laun- 
ceston, under the direction of Mr. T. Sharp, gave a very 
successful concert on the 8th of September, in the Corn- 
wall Rooms, in aid of the building fund of the Mechanics' 
Institute. The attractive nature of the programme, com- 
prising as it did some of the finest selections from the 
works of Handel and Haydn, combined with the object 
for which the concert was given, served to draw together 
a large audience. 

Leeds. — A miscellaneous concert was given in St.

Mendelssohn. — The colossal statueof the late Mendels- 
sohn Bartholdy, modelled by Mr. Bacon, was cast, on the 
22nd ult., in bronze, at the works of Messrs. Robinson and 
Cottam, Lower Belgrave-place, Pimlico, in the presence of 
many of the late composer's most eminent admirers. The 
erection of a statue to the memory of Mendelssohn origi- 
nated with the Sacred Harmonic Society, about seven years 
ago, the council of the society commencing the list by a do- 
nation of 50 guineas; but the idea had no sooner been pro- 
mulgated than Her Most Gracious Majesty forwarded a 
similar amount in furtherance of the objects of the society. 
Among the contributors also are to be found the names of 
Lady Caroline Cavendish, Sir George Smart, Mr. Costa, 
Miss Alexander, Mr. Buxton, and others, who were all 
most anxious to perpetuate the " man as he lived," and 
to pay their heartfelt tribute to his transcendent genius. 
Upwards of 400 guineas having been subscribed, the task 
of carrying the work into effect was intrusted to Mr. Bacon, 
who immediately applied himself to produce an exact 
likeness of the great original, calling to his aid portraits 
in the possession of Mr. Buxton and Miss Alexander, 
and assisted by the vivid recollections of Mendelssohn's 
most intimate friends. The fidelity of the likeness, and 
the close resemblance of the costume worn by the com- 
poser, were the theme of universal approbation, and while 
the model was in progress it was inspected by the Prince 
Consort, who was pleased to express the great satisfaction 
he had experienced in viewing so faithful a counterpart of 
the illustrious original. The quantity of metal used in 
the statue is about a ton and a half; it will stand eight 
feet high, and will be elevated on a granite pedestal. 
With respect to the site on which the statue will be placed, 
it is stated that application has been made to Her Majesty's 
Government to allow it to be placed in the Mall in St. 
James's Park, but the answer has not yet been received. 

Norwood. — On the 1st ult., a concert was given by the 
members of the Choral Society of Lower Norwood, at the 
British School-room. The programme consisted of sacred 
and secular choruses, glees, &c, The performance was 
creditable to the members of the class, who have pro- 
gressed very favourably during the time they have met 
together.

" Letter-Carriers' Library." The programme was very 
lengthy, comprising twenty- seven solos, twenty-one of 
which were sung by ladies— two duets, and two or three 
solo instrumental performances. Mr. Sims Reeves, in 
his two songs, was very effective. Madame Lemmens 
Sherrington received great applause, and several other 
ladies, including Miss Poole and Miss Gerard, deserve 
particular mention for the taste with which they exe- 
cuted their solos. 

St. Martin's Hall. — The winter performances at St. 
Martin's Hall, under the direction of Mr. Hullah, com- 
menced on Wednesday, the 16th of November, when 
Handel's Alexander's Feast, and Bennett's cantata, the 
May Queen, were given. The solos in the ode were sung 
by Miss Fanny Rowland, Miss Martin, Mr. Wilbye Cooper, 
and Mr Weiss. Miss ttowland deserves great praise 
for the admirable style in which she executed the music 
allotted to her. The principals in the May-Queen were 
Miss Banks, Miss Bradshaw, Mr. Cooper, and Mr. Weiss. 
The cliomses were given with steadiness and effect, and 
the hall was well filled by an appreciating audience, 
who bestowed repeated plaudits upon the performance. 
These concerts of Mr. Hullah'sare got up with great care, 
and are deserving of every support. 

ToRroiNT. — A soiree was given on the 2nd instant, by 
the ladies of the Independent Chapel, at the Mechanics' 
Institute, when a new harmonium was introduced as an ac- 
companiment. The various stopsof the instrument were 
judiciously exhibited by Mr Caggins, and the choir, with 
some additional aid from Devonport, gratified the audience 
with some excellent singing. Miss Down also assisted at 
the harmonium ; her appointment as accompanyist at the 
Chapel was announced, to the satisfaction of all present. 



TtJNBRiDQE Wells. — The first of a series of Lectures 
on the Pianoforte was delivered by Mr. Goodban, M.B., 
on the 7th ult., at the Assembly-rooms, in connection 
with the Literary and Useful Knowledge Society. The 
remarks of the lecturer showed that he was fully ac- 
quainted with his subject, and the peculiarities and 
characteristics of the style of different composers were 
explained with much clearness and perspicuity. 

West BROMWron. — This town has long stood in need 
of a public room suitable for concerts, entertainments, 
lectures, public meetings, &c. By the private enterprise 
of Mr. Adams, this want has now been met, and the town 
can boast as commodious and beautiful a room as almost 
any town of the size possesses. The building was formerly 
aWesleyan Chapel. In adapting it to its present purpose, the 
front has been altered, and now presents a very tasteful 
appearance, and the whole interior has been entirely re- 
modelled. The building is admirably ventilated and 
lighted, and is capable of holding about 700 persons. On 
Monday, the 25th of October, the room was opened with 
amorning and evening concert. In the morning, Handel's 
Messiah was performed, and in the evening, an excellent 
selection of miscellaneous music. The performances were 
in every respect worthy of the occasion, and could not 
have passed off with greater success. The principal 
vocalists were Madame Enderssohn, Mr. and Mrs. Lockey, 
Mr. Weiss, and Mr. A. Richards. Mr. Shargood was the 
leader, and Mr. Stockley conductor. 

Windsor. — The Windsor and Eton Royal Glee and 
Madrigal Union gave their first concert for the season on 
the 7th ult., in the Town Hall. The solo singers were 
Mrs. Hall, and Messrs. Lambert, Tolley, and others. The 
music was well performed. Dr. Elvey officiated as pianist 
and conductor. 

Yeovil. — Mr. Loaring gave his first concert for the 
season on the 18th of October. Upwards of four hundred 
persons were present. Several of the pieces were encored 
amid very general tokens of approbation. Mr. Loaring 
fully succeeded in this, his first attempt to give the in- 
habitants an opportunity of becoming better acquainted 
with the musical productions of the best composers. 

York. — The opening of the new organ in York Minster 
took place on Thursday, the 10th of November, and was an 
event of great musical importance. The old organ was 
originally built in 1832, after a sp cification of the late 
Dr. Camidge, the then organist of the Cathedral. This 
was a most colossal instrument, but, though it contained 
a vast number of pipes, there were many serious defects 
in the design, and it was almost impossible to play upon 
it, and quite impossible to make any great portion of the 
instrument practically available. At Christmas last, Dr. 
Monk was chosen to fill the office of organist, and the 
new organ has been erected under his superintendence 
by Messrs. Hill and Son. Extensive improvements have 
now been made, and the unsymmetrical invention of the 
late organist has been condensed and brought within 
control. The compass is from CC to G, and there is an 
addition of a new pedal organ of 2J octaves, containing 
19 stops, with a separate, or fourth row of keys for the 
tuba pipes. Another improvement is the application 
of the pneumatic lever action, by which the touch is 
rendered light and elastic. Each division has been en- 
riched by " manual doubles," and new full-tuned reed 
stops. All the superfluous pipes which never could be 
made to speak are discarded, and, although a smaller in- 
strument, numerically speaking, it far surpasses the old 
instrument in power and variety of tone. There are 
now 24 stops in the great organ, 14 in the swell, 9 in the 
choir, 19 in the pedal organ, and 3 in the solo organ, 
making a total of .69 stops, besides the seven couplers. 
The number of pipes in the aggregate is about 5000, 
being fewer by 3000 than in the former instrument, which 
contained 8000 pipes and 80 stops. The instrument is 
now renderd one of unrivalled power and beauty. Upon 
the occasion of the opening, the Minster was thronged by 
above 4000 persons, and the resources of the organ were 
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shown off with admirable effect by Dr. Monk. The choir 
included a great number of auxiliaries, and consisted of 
80 voices, who performed their part most creditably. — 
On Sunday the 6th ult., at St. George's Roman Ca- 
tholic Church in this city, Mozart's Mass No. 1 was 
performed with a full orchestra and a large choir. Miss 
Greenwood was the soprano, and Mr. Henry Anderson the 
tenor; Mr. Newton, conductor; and Mr. C. N. Allen, the 
leader of the orchestra. The performance of the music, 
both with respect to vocal and instrumental, was de- 
cidedly clever.
